University Establishes 
Institute of 
Forensic Medicine 


E Dean Charles B. Nutting of the 
National Law Center and Dean John 
Parks of the School of Medicine an- 
nounced on March 15 the establishment 
of the Institute of Forensic Medicine 
at the Center, to be under the co-spon- 
sorship of the Law Center and the 
School of Medicine. 

The Institute will serve as a forum 
for the disciplines of law and medicine 
in areas where these professions are 
interrelated and where they vitally af- 
fect the public. Medico-legal problems 
of the individual and the community at 
the national and international level will 
fall within the scope of the Institute. 

Dr. Murdock Head, who is Assist- 
ant Clinical Professor of Surgery and 
Professorial Lecturer in Forensic Medi- 
cine at the University, has been named 
Chairman of the Forensic Medicine 
Institute. Dr. Head is a graduate of the 
University’s Law School and holds de- 
grees also in dentistry and medicine. 
He is a practicing surgeon and a mem-

Law School alumnus Charles S. 
Rhyne, former President of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, will serve as 
Master of Ceremonies for the event, and 
guests of honor will be University 
alumni who are Members of Congress. 

Justice Clark has been a member 
of the Supreme Court since 1949. He 
had previously served four years as 
United States Attorney General, having

partment since 1937. A native of Texas, 
Justice Clark received both his under- 
graduate and law degrees from the 
University of Texas, and he holds: hon- 
orary degrees from six other institu- 
tions.

(Ret.), Acting President of the Uni- 
versity, is currently on temporary active 
duty as Principal Representative of the 
Department of Defense on the United 
States Delegation to the United Nations 
sponsored International Conference on 
the Law of the Sea, which began on 
March 17 at Geneva, Switzerland. 
President Colclough served in the 
same capacity at a previous Law of the 
Sea Conference in the Spring of 1958. 


Dean Nutting Sets 
1965 Target Date 
For Law Center 


® The completion by 1965 of a “new, 
completely furnished building” to house 
the University’s National Law Center 
is the hope of the Center’s Dean, 
Charles B. Nutting. 

At a dinner given in his honor by 
the George Washington Law Associa- 
tion on March 10, Dean Nutting pointed 
out that a target date of 1965 would 
be most appropriate for the completion 
of a Law Center building, since that 
date will mark the centennial of the 
establishment of the Law School. 

Funds to support the program, Dean 
Nutting said, “must be obtained not 
only from the University but, particu- 
larly in the case of the Graduate School 
of Public Law, from outside sources 
such as individuals, foundations and, 
as to some research programs, grants 
from government and industry. I can- 
not at this time put price tags on spe- 
cific portions of the project but it seems 
realistic to say that we must think of 
an amount equal to a capital fund of 
about ten million dollars in order to 
erect and furnish the building and get 
the program under way. Beyond that, 
the sky is the limit.” 

In presenting a brief report on 
what has been done to date toward the 
building of a law center, Dean Nutting 
said: “I have been furnished with an 
accounting for the proceeds of the drive 
which was carried on by the alumni 
some time ago. After the payments of 
various expenses connected with the 
drive itself and with preliminary plans 
for the building, we have on deposit 
and drawing interest as of February 25, 
1960, the sum of $157,683.95. The site 
for the building has been determined. 
It is in the area bordered by Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue, G Street and 19th and 
20th Streets. The University, with Uni- 
versity funds, is in the process of ac- 
quiring this land. To date it has pur- 
chased approximately 55% of the area 
at a cost of $591,000. I have been as- 
sured that land acquisition will be

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carried on as rapidly as possible. The 
general character of the building has 
been determined and preliminary draw- 
ings have been made but no definitive 
decisions in regard to the details have 
been reached.” 

The new Law Center, said Dean 
Nutting, “is more than a Law School 
with a different name.” He pointed out 
that it will include, in addition to the 
Law School, a new Graduate School of 
Public Law, as well as the already ex- 
isting Patent, Trademark, and Copy- 
right Foundation, various institutes, and 
related programs “of instruction and 
research which will involve other areas 
of the University, and, perhaps, coop- 
eration with other law schools.” 

Dean Nutting listed the following 
objectives of the Graduate School of 
Public Law: 

1. A program of specialized formal 
instruction which will involve other 
areas of the University and which will 


produce fully qualified experts in vari- 
ous fields such as taxation, labor law 
and trade regulation. 

2. Research and instruction (the 
latter under the academic control of 
the appropriate faculty) by a number 
of permanent institutes. 

3. Specific research projects such 
as the history and significance of 
the Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy, the scope of the so- 
called “right-to-know” asserted by com- 
munications media and various techni- 
cal problems of government. 

4. A selective and significant pro- 
gram of continuing legal education 
which will be useful to members of the 
bar. In addition to numerous graduate 
courses open to lawyers, institutes and 
symposiums will be offered, such as 
those presented in the past in such 
fields as public contracts. 

5. A program in the field of law 
among nations which will emphasize 
not only such matters as the problems 


involved in doing business abroad and 
the legal aspects of internation] finance, 
but also those concerned with acquaint- 
ing lawyers from abroad with Ameri- 
can political and legal institutions. 

University Trustee Brooks Hays, a 
Director of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority and an alumnus of the Univer- 
sity, served as Master of Ceremonies 
for the Dinner. Washington attorney W. 
Cameron Burton was Chairman of the 
Dinner Committee; Fontaine C. Brad- 
ley, Washington attorney, is President 
of the George Washington Law Asso- 
ciation.

W The American Psychiatric Associa- 
tion has selected the University to be 
host for the Isaac Ray Lectures for 
1960. Dr Maxwell Jones, eminent Brit- 
ish psychiatrist, will deliver the lectures 
in the University’s Lisner Auditorium 
at 8 p.m. on May 3, 4, and 5. 

The lectureship is awarded to a 
physician or member of the bar each 
year by the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation in honor of Isaac Ray, the 
American physician who wrote the first 
systematic treatise on the relations of 
psychiatry and the law. The lectures 
are given at a university having both 
a law school and a medical school. 

Dr. Jones has had long experience 
in the field of social psychiatry. He has 
pioneered in the “open door” policy at 
his institution, the Belmont Hospital in 
Surrey, England, and has been active 
in developing the concept of the mental 
hospital as a “therapeutic community.” 

His general topic for the lectures 
will be Social Psychiatry and its appli- 
cations to the changing community, 
hospitals, and prisons.

He 
had also served as advisor to Mecheleciv, engineering student magazine. 


Professor Weaver came to the University in 1956 upon his retirement from the Navy 
as a Rear Admiral. He was Chairman of the Scholarship Committee of the School 
of Engineering and adviser to the Engineers’ Council. He holds degrees from the 
U.S. Naval Academy and Massachusetts Institute of Technology.
